This decision is in response to Applicants' REQUEST FOR 
RECONSIDERATION OF PATENT TERM ADJUSTMENT INDICATED IN THE NOTICE 
OF ALLOWANCE timely 1 filed on January 18, 2 005 requesting that 
the Office reconsider the PTA determination in view of the Office 
not providing any delays under 37 CFR 1.702 (a) (1) .
